UN Rejects 
China Bid for 
"Membership 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N Y 


(AP)—The General Assembly 
rejected by a substantial mar- 
gin today a new bid to seat Red 
China in the United Nations. 


The vote on the Albanian- 


Cambodian proposal was 41 in 
favor, 57 against and 12 abstain- 
ing. Ethiopia was absent. The 


Fresult last year was 42 in favor, 


56 against with 12 abstentions 


It was the 14th successive 


year in which the China issue 
had been sidetracked or in 
which the assembly had voted 
outright to keep the Peking re- 
gime out. 


The vote came after a week- 


long debate which placed the 
spotlight on the ideological rift 


^between the Kremlin and the 
'Chinese Communists. 


The Soviet bloc voted solidly 


for the seating of the Peking 
government, but left it to little 
Albania—follower of the Peking 
line—to carry the ball. 


As usual, the United States 


led the fight against handing 
over Nationalist China's seat to 
the Communists.

Rules Laundry 
Machinery 
Is Taxable

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court held to- 
day that laundry equipment is 
not processing machinery under 
the definitions in the Arkansas 
Use Tax Law. 


The ruling means the Pcllerin 


Laundry Machinery Sales Co. of 
New Orleans, La. will have to 
pay $8,044 in use tax assessed 
against the firm by the state Re- 
venue Department. 


The Pellerin firm filed suit to 


recover the tax, which it had 
paid under protest, contending 
that machinery it had sold to 
several Arkansas firms was ex- 
empt. It contended that in the 
process of laundering, clothing 
Was reshaped to a point that the 
process constituted remanufac- 
ture. 


The Supreme Court rejected 


this contention.

Conviction of 
Genovese to 
Be Restudied 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today ordered 
•cconsidcration o£ the narcotics 
aw conviction of Vito Geno- 
vese, reputed overlord of or- 
;anizcd crime in tliis country. 
Genovese, 66-year-old native 


of Italy, was described in re- 
:ent Senate crime hearings as 
cingpin of a nationwide crime 
syndicate known as Costa Nos- 
ra. He is serving a 15-year 
sentence in the Leavenwortb, 
Kan., Penitentiary. 


The case of Gcnovuso and 


nine others convicted with him 
was sent back to the U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court in New York for re- 
consideration in light of a Su- 
preme Court decision last May 
27 in another case. Justices 
Clark, Harlan and White dis- 
sented from today's action. 


The Supreme Court acted in 


Ihe case of Genovese and the 
others with a brief order which 
directed that the judgment of 
the circuit court in New York 
upholding 
t h e i r conviction 


should be set aside pending re- 
consideration. 


The May decision was in the 


case of Alvin R. Campbell and 
two others, who were convicted 
in a bank robbery. The Su- 
preme Court's decision in the 
Campbell case held that an FBI 
agent who had interviewed a 
witness should have turned over 
to -the defense his notes of the 
interview. 


The trial judge in the Camp- 


bell case had refused permirf- 
sion for production of the notes, 
and for production of a report 
on the interview. 


Justice Clark, who wrote a 


two-paragraph dissent, in which 
Justices Harlan and > Wpi'ie 
joined, said he realized that the 
Supreme Court was hot decid-'

Court \vas not Implying "how the 
circuit court should decide the 
Genovese case on reconsidera- 
tion.

Convictions 
of Marchers 
Overturned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court overturned to- 
day convictions of 373 Negro 
students on charges of breach 
of the peace after a demonstra- 
tion march in Orangeburg, S,C. 


The Negroes, sentenced to $50 


fines or 30 days in jail each, 
appealed after the South Caro- 
lina Supreme Court twice af- 
firmed their convictions. 


The Supreme Court, in a 


three-line order, ordered the 
convictions overturned in light 
of a decision last spring in a 
case involving Negro demon- 
strators at the Capitol grounds 
in Columbia, S.C. The Colum- 
bia demonstrators were freed 
by the Supreme Court on the 
ground that they have a right 
to demonstrate peacefully.

EDITOR'S NOTE-A tropical 


disturbance is formed and start's 
spinning westward over the At- 
lantic on Sept. 16, 1963, 3,000 
miles southeast of Florida. It 
develops into Hurricane Flora, 
the most devastating storm re- 
corded in the Caribbean area. 
The following traces its birth, 
growth and effects.

The day: Thursday, Sept. 26, 


1963. The exact time: Unknown. 
The place: The tropical Atlantic, 
3:000 miles southeast of the 
Florida coast. 


The day is hot, sultry, oppres- 


sive. The wind blows in fitful 
gusts. The heaving sea is gray 
and sluggish as molten lead. 


A whiff of warm, damp air 


rises from the sea, like smoke 
drifting up a chimney. Other air 
takes its place and is caught in 
the tipdraft. Very, very slowly, 
an air column grows. 


Rising, the warm air expands 


and cools. The water in it con- 
denses and falls. Heat is re- 
leased, adding energy to the 
thing that has formed. 


Affected by the spinning of 


the earth, the air begins to re- 
volve around a hollow center. 


Erratically, the darkening col- 


umn begins to drift westward 
with the trade winds. 


Orbiting over the South Atlan- 


tic on Sept. 26, the Tiros 7 
weather satellite photographed 
a poorly organized circular mo- 
tion in a cloud mass. 


Forecasters mark this down 


as an "area of suspicion" and 
plan to keep an eye on it. 


SUNDAY, Sept. 29 


6 p.m. The captain of a ship 


350 miles east of Trinidad re- 
ports he is encountering light 
squalls and rising seas. His ba- 
rometer is falling. 


A hurricane hunter plane is 


readied at Roosevelt 
Roads, 


Puerto Rico, for a flight the 
next morning. 


MONDAY, SEPT. 30 


10 a.m. The hurricane hunter 


thrusts his plane through the 
"wall of the eye" of a small but 
tightly wound and "very dan- 
gerous" hurricane. It is moving 
fast 
toward 
the 
island 
of 


Tobago. 


Tobago has two hours to pre- 


pare. The eye of the hurricane 
reaches the coast at noon. 


Houses collapse under the 100- 


mile-an-hour winds. Torrential 
rain triggers floods. Towering 
tides bury the beaches. Seven- 
teen islanders die. 


TUESDAY, OCT. 1 


In Haiti, the Negro nation on 


the island of Hispaniola, the 
sound of the sea is subtly chang- 
ing. From far out comes a sin- 
gle long, low swell. It hits the 
shore of the Tiburon Peninsula 
with an unexpected boom. Slow- 
ly, another comes, and another. 


Flora, still far away, is grow- 


ing more violent. 


WEDNESDAY, OCT. 2 


1 p.m. The waves are break- 


ing high over the coast of His- 
paniola. The weather remains 
calm. Wisps of cirrus clouds 
spread a pale, milky haze over 
the sky. 


Midnight: A swirling breeze 


intrudes on the stillness and rus- 
tles the palm fronds in Haiti. 
The air is charged with electri- 
city. Breathing seems difficult. 


THURSDAY, OCT. 3 


8 p.m. The wall of the eye. a 


solid barrier of water and wind 
whirling savagely in toward the 
calm center of the hurricane, 
crosses the coast between Aquin 
and Cotes de Fer. 


Funneling down the canyons 


between mountain ranges, gusts 
reach 200 miles an hour. 


Solid sheets of rain turn rivers 


and 
streams 
into torrents. 


Crashing down the mountain- 
sides, they push the crops, even 
Ihe soil, into the sea. 


FRIDAY, OCT. 4 


I p.m. Flora slams into Cuba's 


Oriente Province. Now it is the 
biggest hurricane in history. It 
torments the seas for a thousand 
miles, from the Bahamas to 
Puerto Rico. 


SATURDAY, OCT. 5 


A gigantic high pressure sys- 


tem to the north stops Flora 
over Cuba. 


II a.m. Flora wanders aim- 


lessly 
westward, is blocked 


again by high pressure over the 
Gulf States. 


SUNDAY, OCT. 6 


The hurricane turns southwest 


back into the Caribbean, lashing 
Camaguey and Oriente prov- 
inces. 


MONDAY, OCT. 7 


The storm stalls between the 


cities of Camaguey and Santiago 
de Cuba. Never has a single 
area taken such a sustained 
beating from a hurricane. 


TUESDAY, OCT. 8 


After four days of fantastic 


rain, floods have risen to tree- 
top level in Eastern Cuba. Some 
areas never touched by flood- 
waters become inland seas. 


1 p.m. At last, the storm 


moves northeast off the north- 
east Cuban coast. 


Flora is racing toward her 


death over the cold waters of 
the North Atlantic. 


Now relief workers can pick 


their way through the mud and 
debris. Gradually, the awful tale 
unfolds: 


In Haiti: More than 5,000 


dead. No really accurate count 
is possible. Many bodies are in 
the sea or under the mud. 


In Cuba: More than 1,000 


dead. Fidel Castro's Communist 
regime has suffered an econom-

A Report on 
Trouble in 
Venezuela 


An AP Special Report 


EDITOR'S NOTE—Almost ev- 


ery day there are new reports 
of terrorism in Venezuela( a 
key nation in hopes for demo- 
cratic progress in South Ameri- 
ca. What is behind this effort, 
to push the country to dictator- 
ship? Here is an analysis by 
the AP's chief diplomatic af- 
fairs reporter in Washington, 
now on a swing around South 
America to find out how both 
Uncle Sam and Fidel Castro 
are doing in that critical area.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 


The Red terrorists in Venezuela 
call their hit-and-run war of 
bombings, murders, and robber- 
ies "La guerra prplongada" — 
The long war. Their immediate 
aim is to destroy this country's 
hopeful 'start on democratic gov- 
ernment. Their ultimate goal is 
to convert Venezuela into a new 
Cuba. 


"We can afford to lose a 


thousand times," says one of 
their slogans, "but we only 
have to win once." 


The terrorists are city guer- 


rillas. They have little support 
in 
the 
countryside 
or 
the 


villages. They often hide in 
crowded slum areas but they do 
not seem to be children of thp 
slums. They are mainly univer- 
sity students from the country's 
more privileged families. 


The youths in their teens and 


early 20s include girls as well 
as boys. When an insurance of- 
fice was raided and burned a 
few days ago the raiders were 
two boys and girls in shorts The 
girls sometimes use lipstick to 
write "FALN" on the walls of 
places attacked. 


FALN stands for 
"'Armed 


Forces of Naitonal Liberation." 
Officials of the Betancourt gov- 
ernment estimate its strength at 
200-400 
active members. The 


leaders are Cuban-trained ex- 
perts in sabotage, subversion, 
and propaganda, estimated to 
number about 100. 


Fidel Castro is their hero. 


Small as their numbers are, 
they constitute for Castro and 
communism a striking force on 
the South American continent; 
in this sense they pose a threat 
to the interests and policies of 
the United States in its own 
backyard. 


Behind the active strike force, 


government officials say, is a 
much larger group of {Cominu- 
nists and pro-Communists who 
provide passive support. The 
total number of Communists in 
the country is estimated at 40,- 
000. The Communist party and 
the Marxist Movement of the 
Revolutionary Left, known as 
MIR, both have had representa- 
tives and senators in Congress. 


President Romulo Betancourt 


and the Communists both are 
following very long-range strat- 
egies in their struggle over the 
country's 
future. 
The 
Reds 


have been trying through their 
terror campaign to break down 
peace and public order to such 
an extent that the army would 
be compelled to take over. They 
reason they could then rally the 
country against a military dic- 
tatorship 
and 
seize 
power 


i through a popular rebellion. 


Betancourt's strategy is ex- 


plained by Interior Minister 
Manuel 
Mantilla, 
who 
is 


charged with public security. 


"The government's purpose is 


to isolate the Communists from 
the life of the nation and es- 
pecially from the non - Com- 
munist left, so that labor un- 
ions, professional organizations, 
business organizations and all 
other groups support the govern- 
ment on this issue," he says. 


Venezuela 


But Betancourt says that bat- 


tling terrorists, though vital as 
a defensive measure, is only a 
small part of the job that has 
to be done if democracy is to 
be firmly implanted in many 
Latin-American countries. He is 
mainly concerned about wiping 
out the basic conditions that 


l produce dictatorships, right or 
left. 


He feels that the reason he 


has been successful so far in 
Venezuela is that he has pushed 
through reform programs to 
narrow the gap between rich 
and poor, to raise salaries, im- 
prove housing, resettle the land 
with small farmers, wipe out il- 
literacy, and put children into 
school. 


The United States has a big 


stake in the ultimate outcome. 
U.S. investments here total $3.5 
billion. U.S. trade with Vene- 
zuela is greater than with any 
other Latin - American nation. 
Venezuela is one of the three 
greatest oil producing nations ol 
the world and has vast quanti- 
ties of iron ore and other na- 
tural resources. Its position on 
the Caribbean shores o.f South 
America is highly strategic. 


"It's easy to see," a U.S. dip 


lomat said, "why Venezuela if 
Castro's No. 1 target in this par 
of the world."

Means More 
Than Prices

NEW YORK (AP)-A smiling' 


clerk means more than low 
prices to a supermarket cus- 
tomer. 
^That's the conclusion of a 
study of customer preferences 
undertaken by Progressive Gro- 
cer, a trade publication, and 
Colonial Stores, Inc., llth larg- 
est U.S. food chain. 


Results of the survey of 12,000 


shoppers were reported 
this 


week to the annual meeting of 
the National Association of 
Food Chains in New York. 


The average shopper wants to 


be treated as a human being 
and selects her store, first, be- 
cause she likes the personnel 
and, second, for the wide vari- 
ety of products and brands it of- 
fers, according to the study. 


Customers, it was found, no 


longer tend to shop exclusively 
in one supermarket, but gener- 
ally patronize two, three and 
even more supermarkets. 


This shopping constitutes a 


real competitvie problem, and 
also an opportunity for chain 
supermarkets in that it gives 
each store a chance to woo the 
customers of his competitor. 


The best way to woo custo- 


mers, according to the shoppers 
interviewed, is through congen- 
ial, capable store personnel in- 
terested in the common and un- 
common needs and preferences 
of the housewife. 
, Helpful, friendly store person- 
nel was rated as the No. 1 rea- 
son for store loyalty. This was 
followed by a wide choice of 
merchandise, meats and pro- 
duce. 


The study showed wide varia- 


tions in customer purchases by 
family income. Middle to higher 
income families spend more for 
meats, frozen foods, delicacies, 
baked goods, sauces, light bulbs, 
paper products, beer and candy 
in supermarkets. Middle to low- 
er income families spend more 
for 
dairy 
products, 
baking 


mixes, 
cereals, 
detergents, 


household supplies, jams and 
spreads and cigarettes. 


Robert W. Mueller, publisher 


of Progressive Grocer, said the 
study "tends to confirm our 
fears that individuality in terms 
of merchandise is diminished 
and strongly underlines the im- 
portance of the human element, 
the difference in personnel and 
their services that customers 
find so pronounced. 


"When customers think high- 


ly of personnel, a halo is cre- 
ated that spreads throughout the 
store and customers tend to see 
that store as having lower 
prices, more valuable stamps, 
tenderer meal, fresher produce 
and wider aisles."

Make Words 
Disappear

WASHINGTON (AP)-Lots of 


people say things they wish they 
hadn't. Members of Congress 
have a unique advantage in this 
situation—they can wave a ma- 
gic wand and make .the words 
disappear. 


The magic wand is their priv- 


ilege to change the remarks 
they make on the floor before 
they are made a part of the 
Congressional Record. 


For example, the other dayi 


Rep. H. R. Gross, R-Iowa, was 
complaining about trips some 
members like to take at public 
expense. Gross never goes on 
these himself. 


Rep. Harold D. Cooley, D-N.C. 


upholding the worth of travel, 
demanded of Gross: 


"If you don't want to go, why 


don't you just shut up?" 


But the next morning when 


the Congressional Record came 
out, 
Cooley had softened his 
words. 


As revised for the record, they 


read: "It is difficult for me to 
understand why you continue to 
complain." 


Offhand, it would seem that 


Congress would want its record 
to be accurate, to show exactly 
what took place and what was 
said. But any feeling along 


those lines is outweighed by & 
desire to look as good as possi- 
ble. And in Congress, as else- 
where, hindsight is 20-20 vision. 


The late Sen. Richard L. Nctl- 


berger, D-Ore., who fought ihe 
practice, once described one es- 
pect of it this way: 


"After a major debate in the 


Senate over an issue which 
stirs profound emotions I have 
seen many senators virtually re- 
writing the speeches and retorts 
just delivered on the floor of the 
Senate. 


"Some will totally expunge 


comments made in the heat of 
debate that may seem indiscreet 
or unwise in the cold, gray light 
of the next dawn and in the in- 
flexible tyoe of the Congression- 
al Record." 


On the other hand there is the

Bombers Are 
Used to Fight 
Forest Fires

Forestry officials sent B26 


bombers swooping into the fire- 
fight Thursday 
as Arkansas' 


critical drought problem wors- 
ened. 


The United States Forest Serv- 


ice employed the bombers to 
battle forest fires northwest of 
Hatfield on U.S. Highway 71-59 
near the Arkansas - Oklahoma 
state line. 


John T. Koen, forest super- 


visor of the Ouachita National 
Forest, said the fires covered 
100 acres in the forest. 


Three twin-engine B26's made 


Ions of~ ammonium phosphate 
fire retardent, Koen said. 


The bombing raids saved a 


house and farm buildings with- 
in the path of the fire, Koen 
said, and controlled it even be- 
fore bulldozers and plows could 
be moved in to establish a fire 
line. 


Koen said the Forestry Serv- 


ice' brought the bombers from 
Fort Smith after two major fires 
burned 6,500 acres of national 
forest 
timberalnd 
over 
the 


weekend. 


"Under these extremely dry 


conditions, we must hit all fires 
hard and fast when they are 
small.or large, destructive fires 
will result," Keon said. 


He said the bombers each are 


equipped with two 600 gallon 
tanks for transporting the am- 
monium phosphate s o l u t i o n . 
Their strikes are made from 
about 75 feet above tree-top lev- 
el, Koen said, and they can 
dump the solution in a path 50- 
feet wide and 300-feet long. 


If necessary, Keon said, a 


"trial drop" can be made, 
spreading the solution along a 
600-foot long path. 


Koen credited the raids with 


saving 1,000 acres of "valuable 
timber on the national forest."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Texas 


linebacker Tinimy Doerr inter- 
cepted a pass and recovered a 
fumble in the last five minutes 
to kill an Arkansas comeback 
and preserve a 17-13 victory 
Saturday night, and now the 
top-ranked Longhorns look for- 
ward to "spoiler" Rice. 


Arkansas, the pre - season 


Southwest Conference favorite, 
came away with a 2-3 record 
and little chance for a title, but 
nobody in the Arkansas camp 
seemed downhearted. 


The 
Razorbacks proved 
a 


rookie offense in a momentous 
second half against Texas, and 
looked forward to improvement 
the rest of the season and a 
broad vista in 1964. 


It was at this time a year ago 


that Rice tied the unbeaten 
Longhorns and knocked them 
out of the nation's No. 1 posi- 
tion. Texas won the rest of its 
games and -likely would have 
claimed the national champion- 
ship except for that tie. 


"I've already forgotten about 


this game," said Texas tackle 
Scott Appleton in the dressing 
room after the squeaker victory 
over Arkansas. "Now I'm think- 
ing about Rice." The Owls beat 
Southern Methodist 13-7 Satur- 
day.
